Uniform leglalation by the varlous States
for this purpose was demanded by a
resclutlon ‘unanimously passed

Ths mosquito and {ts relation te man
a8 a disturblng factor has long been
a mourcn of Investigation by the sclentlsta
ot the Agricultural Department and other
experts of the government The Marine
Hospltal service, under the directlon of

Burgeon-Genaral Wyman, eonducted a
sering of Investigations, and all these in-
quirles agree in the conclusion that the
mnsguito earrlss Infection and is largely
responsibla for.the ravages of yellow and
other dangerpus fevers,

Mr Henry Clay Weeks, of Hayside,
Moaqullo Exiermination Hoclety, read an
slabarrte paper, taking the vlew that the
mosquita cannot breed without water and
that, theretore, if tha surface of the
water were coated with oll, mosquitoes
wouldl he unable to propagate thelr kind
and tha dangers due to thelr presence
would ceasa tp axlat.

tries would, Mr, Weeks says, “effectually
eradlcate that fever. Those who say
thera Is any other menrns of contracting
yellow fever and malaria than by the
bile of inoculated mosgultoes must prove
thelr case, The reversa has been shown.
'Resolutions ealling for legisintive na-
"sistance In ‘dealing with tha mosquito
pest wera adopted. These resolutions de-
clare that 't has been established that
the diseases of yellow fever and malarie
are transmissible, by mosqultoes of cer-
tain specles,” and that It therefore la
“the duty of Btats boards of health to
obiain such leglslation and appropria-
tlons as me¥ bse necessary to Insurs
drainage of swamp lands and to treat
tha surface of shallow pools and ponds
with such =subatances ms ars recognized
aa belng destructive to tha llfe of moE-
quitoes of all specles.'

During the discussion it was contended
that with the proper use of larvicides
and drainage for ollminating mosquito
broeding condltions, thera would be vast-
